Aruba s Teenage Pregnancy 
situation compares to 
Caribbean 

according to Minister Visser 


ORANJESTAD - During the 
past weekend, organizations 
working in the field of Family 
Planning in the Caribbean 
gathered here for their annual 
meeting which was held in the 
Aruba Holiday Inn Resort. 

Present at their meeting 
were Aruban ministers, 
Michelle Hooyboer-Winklaar 
and Minister of Public Health 
& Sports, Richard Visser. 
Visser remarked, after hearing 
the various accounts of the si¬ 
tuation on the other islands, that 
the situation on Aruba with re¬ 
spect to teenage and unwanted 
pregnancies is very much the 
same as on the other islands. He 
indicated that the challenges of 
teenage pregnancies and of un¬ 
wanted pregnancies is felt 
across the entire Caribbean. 

According to Visser, 
“Aruba needs to take a look at 
the consequences of the figures 
and that the statistics of 
teenage pregnancies have con¬ 
sequences for our island and is 
the cause of the challenges of 
education and the intellectual 
capacity of the island, and has 
poverty as one of its conse¬ 
quences.” 

Editor: Aruba needs to 
look at the problem itself, the 



statistics is not our problem, it 
is the teenage pregnancies that 
are the problem. The increase 
of the many cases is what be¬ 
comes a challenge for Aruba. 
There is also no consolation in 
the fact that our situation is 
comparable to others. 

Correctly stated, the Minis¬ 
ter alluded to the fact that all 
partners on the island ought to 
be working together to make 
this a problem of the past. For 
the meeting in Aruba, the fol¬ 
lowing countries were repre¬ 
sented: the Bahamas, Grenada, 
the USA, Nevis, Antigua, 
Bermuda, St. Fucia, Curacao, 
Anguilla, Dominica, St. Vin¬ 
cent, Martinique, Guadeloupe 
and the Aruba Famia Planea.

Comradery between Dominican Republic The Hague orders Curagao 
and Aruba is evident to clean up its finances 



On Saturday, July 14th the 
Consulate of the Dominican 
Republic on Aruba inaugu¬ 
rated the brand new Juan 
Pablo Duarte Plaza situated 
in front of the old hospital 
building in Oranjestad. 

In February of this year 
the ceremonial act of ground¬ 
breaking and laying of the 
first stone was officiated. 
That act was officiated in the 
presence of the Dominican 
Secretary of State, Mr. Luis 
Sifres of the Dominican Re¬ 
public, President of the Aruba 
Parliament, Paul Croes and 
Ministers of Aruba. The 


newly inuagurated Plaza is in 
honor of the colony of Do¬ 
minicans who have come to 
work and live on Aruba over 
the past years. 

At the ocassion, the Prime 
Minister of Aruba indicated 
that a small part of Aruba is 
dedicated to honoring the 
long ties, the fraternity and 
solidarity which have been 
existing between the Domini¬ 
can Republic and Aruba for 
many decades now. In a rela¬ 
tively short period of time, 
work on realizing the Plaza 
Juan Pablo Duarte was com¬ 
pleted. 


Juan Pablo Duarte was a 
Dominican hero who taught 
us the value of the life of a 
man and his work does not 
end during his life. His ideal¬ 
ism and dedication continues 
even after his life ends. His 
work remains as a source of 
inspiration.

But from Holland the 
PM sent his heartfelt congrat¬ 
ulations to Mrs. Rosario de 
Rosa, the Counsel General of 
the Dominican Republic, and 
to the entire colony of Do¬ 
minicans residing on Aruba, 
and to the people of Aruba 
for such a lovely symbol of 
unity. 


THE HAGUE -The former 
Dutch colony of Curagao has 
been given until September by 
the government in The Hague 
to draw up a plan to get its fi¬ 
nances in order. 

Ministers discussed the dif¬ 
ficult financial situation on the 
Caribbean island on the week¬ 
end during a cabinet meeting. It 
is the last time ministers will 
meet until after the summer 
break. 

The decision to place a for¬ 
mal compliance order on Cu¬ 
rasao was 'not taken lightly', 
prime minister Mark Rutte told 
reporters after the meeting. The 
government's financial supervi¬ 
sory committee had recom¬ 
mended taking the step. 

Curasao's 2012 budget has a 
shortfall of 153m Antillean 
guilders, of which nearly 100 
million guilders is needed to 
cover debts from previous 
years, home affairs minister 
Liesbeth Spies said. 

The government wrote off 
the island's debt in 2010 when 
it and Sint Maarten became in¬ 
dependent countries within the 
Kingdom of the Netherlands. 

This means the two coun¬ 
tries have more independence 
in terms of law making and 


government but that the Nether¬ 
lands will keep an eye on their 
finances and remain responsi¬ 
ble for defence and foreign pol¬ 
icy. 

According to news sources, 
Curasao's prime minister Gerrit 
Schotte is planning to appeal 
against the decision to the 
Council of State. 

Curacao runs the risk of 
falling into a cycle of posting 
recurring budget deficits if pol¬ 
icy makers fail to implement a 
plan to consolidate the deficit, 
and support the competitive¬ 
ness of the island as a financial 
services domicile, the Central 
Bank of Curacao and Sint 
Maarten has said in its latest an¬ 
nual report on developments in 
2011. 

The report notes with con¬ 
cern that Curacao failed to 
achieve a balanced budget dur¬ 
ing 2011, despite a pledge made 
to the Netherlands upon its in¬ 
dependence along with Saint 
Maarten. In order to retain a 
low-tax regime, in support of 
the island as an international fi¬ 
nancial centre, authorities must 
quickly implement fiscal con¬ 
solidation while mitigating its 
impact on the economy, the 
Central Bank said

NEW YORK - Fitch Ratings 
has affirmed the 'BBB' rating 
on US$24.9 million of out¬ 
standing Aruba Airport Au¬ 
thority N.V. (the authority) 
airport revenue bonds. The 
Rating Outlook is Stable. 

—Sustained traffic per¬ 
formance: Aeropuerto Inter- 
nacional Reina Beatrix (the 
airport) has a steady enplane- 
ment record since 2004. The 
tourism sector in Aruba has 
proven to be resilient against 
external and domestic shocks 


in recent years. Traffic levels 
appear to grow in line with ex¬ 
pectations, reaching record- 
breaking figures in 2011.

Romney stands firm: no new tax returns 


War comes to Damascus in 
Syria revolt ’turning point’ 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Mitt 
Romney yesterday brushed off 
mounting pressure from Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama and even 
some Republicans to release 
more tax returns, as the White 
House battle grew increasingly 
acrimonious. 

Romney lashed out at the 
Obama team's "dishonest" at¬ 
tacks on his business record, 
but the president again ques¬ 
tioned his credentials and De¬ 
mocrats repeated charges that 
the Republican flag-bearer 
may have committed a felony 
over his Bain Capital disclo¬ 
sures. 

The sparring and persistent 
personal nature of the attacks 
has ramped up dramatically in 
the past week as both cam¬ 
paigns brace for a steamy sum¬ 
mer of political punch and 
counterpunch. 

The focus has veered be¬ 
tween Romney's time running 
Bain Capital and his tax 
records, with the presumptive 
nominee standing firm even as 
some in his own party advise 
him to release more informa¬ 


tion. 

"We're going to put out two 
years of tax returns," Romney 
told the "Fox & Friends" pro¬ 
gram, referring to the 2010 re¬ 
turn he has already released 
and the full 2011 return he has 
vowed to release before the 
November 6 election. 

2008 Republican nominee 
"John McCain ran for presi¬ 
dent and released two years of 
tax returns," he said. 

Democrat John Kerry ran in 
2004, and "his wife, who has 
hundreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars, she never released her tax 
returns. Somehow this wasn't 
an issue," Romney added. 

"The Obama people keep 
on wanting more and more and 
more. More things to pick 
through, more things for their 
opposition research to try to 
make a mountain out of." 

The White House argues 
that Romney's lack of trans¬ 
parency shows he has some¬ 
thing to hide, and some leading 
Republicans are now urging 
their candidate to act now be¬ 
fore the issue overshadows his 


campaign. 

"He should release the tax 
returns tomorrow. It's crazy," 
iconic conservative commen¬ 
tator William Kristol said on 
"Fox News Sunday." 

Republican Governor 
Robert Bentley of Alabama 
and several other leading con¬ 
servative figures have also 
called on Romney to release 
more tax data. 

Romney's wealth, estimated 
to be around $250 million, has 
repeatedly surfaced as an issue 
during the campaign as Obama 
tries to paint his rival as out of 
touch with ordinary Ameri¬ 
cans. 

Much of his fortune lies 
hidden in a network of opaque 
offshore investments in the 
Cayman Islands and Bermuda.

Massive supply shortage at Guatemala's 
main hospital 


(AFP) - Managers of 
Guatemala's biggest hospital 
have declared the facility to be 
in a state of emergency due to 
a massive supply shortage.

He said Health Minister 
Jorge Villavicencio indicated 
that the hospital was operating 


with 72 percent of needed sur¬ 
gical material and 74 percent 
of drugs.

WASHINGTON - The first-ever daily pill to help prevent 
against HIV was approved Monday by US regulators for 
use in uninfected adults who are at risk for getting the 
virus that causes AIDS. Truvada, made by Gilead Sci¬ 
ences in California, has been on the market since 2004 
and was approved by the Food and Drug Administration 
for a new use as a tool to help ward off HIV in otherwise 
healthy people, in combination with safe sex and regular 
testing. The pill as pre-exposure prophylaxis (PrEP) has 
been hailed by some AIDS experts as a potent new tool 
against human immunodeficiency virus, but some health 
care providers are concerned it could encourage risky 
sex behavior. In addition, the regimen is estimated to 
cost around $14,000 per year, making it out of reach of 
many. Truvada was previously approved as a treatment 
for people infected with HIV to be used in combination 
with other antiretroviral drugs. The decision by the FDA 
followed the advice of an independent panel in May that 
supported Truvada for prevention in uninfected people, 
after clinical trials showed it could lower the risk of HIV 
in gay men and heterosexual couples. AFP

Fat studies conference challenges 
super size stereotypes

WELLINGTON (AFP) - Cat 
Pause proudly describes her¬ 
self as "fat", can live with eu¬ 
phemisms like "curvy", 
"chunky" or "chubby", but 
baulks at what she believes are 
value-laden labels such as 
"overweight" or "obese". 

The US-born academic is a 
pioneer in the emerging field 
of fat studies, organising New 
Zealand's first conference on 
the topic at Massey Univer¬ 
sity's Wellington campus last 
week. 

Fat studies, she explains, is 
an academic discipline just 
like history, English or politi¬ 
cal science, but it examines at¬ 
titudes towards fat people and 
challenges the assumption that 
anyone with a bulging waist¬ 
line is unhealthy. 

At the conference, scholars 
from as far afield as the United 
States and Australia discussed 
papers such as "Fat hatred and 
the Left in the time of'the obe¬ 
sity epidemic"’ and "The role 
of diagnosis in marginalising 
corpulence". 

Pause said the reality is that 
some people are just bigger 
than others and fat studies 
highlighted the need for soci¬ 
ety to accept the fact, rather 
than constantly judging fat 
people and pushing them to 


lose weight. 

One of its first tasks, she 
said, was to reclaim the word 
"fat" so it was not used solely 
as an insult, in much the same 
way the gay community 
adopted the term "queer". 

People now call themselves 
fat activists and speak of fat 
pride, refusing to accept what 
they say is pressure from the 
multi-billion weight loss in¬ 
dustry to strive for a skinny 
ideal. 

This explains Pause's aver¬ 
sion to "overweight", which 
she says implies she is above 
her perfect weight. She says 
she has not weighed herself for 
years and last time she did she 
tipped the scales at about 130 
kilograms (237 pounds). 

Similarly, she says "obesity" 
is a term "used by the medical 
community to pathologise fat 
bodies, making it a disease". 

— ’Exploiting insecurities’ -- 

Massey University lecturer 
Andrew Dickson said the 
weight-loss industry was built 
around exploiting the insecuri¬ 
ties of fat people. 

"We know 95 percent of 
people who attempt to lose 
weight will fail to do so, there¬ 
fore, there is not a weight-loss 
industry, what they do is sell 
solutions to weight anxiety," 


he said. 

Dickson himself said he had 
never been as stressed as when 
he reduced his weight from 
130 kilograms to 86, obses¬ 
sively completing endurance 
runs, dieting constantly and 
taking prescription medicines 
to slim down. 

Now weighing 100 kilo¬ 
grams, Dickson says he is 
healthy even though conven¬ 
tional weight charts would 
classify him as obese, still run¬ 
ning about 60 kilometres (37 
miles) a week and referring to 
himself as "the fat athlete". 

Critics say asserting that 
obesity is not necessarily a 
major health problem flies in 
the face of medical evidence 
about diseases such as diabetes 
and other issues, a claim dis¬ 
puted by fat activists. 

— ’Daily’ insults — 

The fat issues movement, 
while addressing serious is¬ 
sues, is not without a strain of 
self-deprecating humour. 

Dickson lobbies running 
clubs to introduce a "Clydes¬ 
dale class" for hefty athletes, 
while Pause has a set of bath¬ 
room scales from the US 
where the numbers have been 
replaced with words like 
"hot", "perfect" and "sexy". 

In the Australian city of 
Melbourne, a synchronised 
swimming club for fat women 
has been set up called Aqua- 
porko. 

Pause said there were laws 
against racism and sexism but 
discrimination against fat peo¬ 
ple was just as commonplace 
and was not just tolerated but, 
in a sense promoted, by gov¬ 
ernments running anti-obesity 
campaigns. 

"It's not illegal to discrimi¬ 
nate against someone based on 
their size, whereas it's illegal 
in most countries to discrimi¬ 
nate based on someone's sex 
or race, sexual orientation is 
becoming more protected 
too," she said. 

"I'd like size to become a 
protected class." 
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June 2012 Ranks 
As Fourth Warmest 

Globally, April and May 
2012 ranked in the top 10 for 
average warmth, while March, 
February and January all made 
the top 25 since 1880. 

June 2012 was the 328th 
consecutive month with a 
global temperature above the 
20th century average. 

As of July 3, 56 percent of 
the continental United States 
was experiencing drought con¬ 
ditions — this marks the 
largest area affected by 
drought in the 12-year record 
kept by the U.S. Drought 
Monitor. Drought was not uni¬ 
versal. The United Kingdom 
had its wettest June since na¬ 
tional record keeping began in 
1910 and Stockholm, Sweden, 
had its wettest June ever since 
1786, according to NOAA. 

Since weather has natural 
ups and downs, climate scien¬ 
tists resist attributing extreme 
events, such as a severe storm 
or heat wave, or even short¬ 
term weather, such as an un¬ 
usually hot season or year, to 
human caused-climate change.

PHNOM PENH (AFP) - A new species of snake 
which is scarlet with black and white rings has been 
discovered in Cambodia's rainforest, conservation¬ 
ists announced on Monday. The reptile, which has 
been named the Cambodian Kukri, was found in the 
southwest Cardamom Mountains, an area under 
threat from habitat loss, Fauna & Flora International 
(FFI) said in a statement. Kukri snakes are so 
named because their curved rear fangs -- designed 
to puncture eggs -- are similar in shape to the 
Nepalese kukri knife, FFI said. "Most kukri snakes 
are dull-coloured," said Neang Thy, one of the her¬ 
petologists who discovered the new species. "But 
this one is dark red with black and white rings, mak¬ 
ing it a beautiful snake."

US hails WTO win vs. 
China on electronic 
payments 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States yesterday wel¬ 
comed a WTO decision up¬ 
holding its claim that China 
discriminates against US sup¬ 
pliers of electronic payment 
services, including credit and 
debit cards. 

US Trade Representative 
(USTR) Ron Kirk said the vic¬ 
tory in the World Trade Orga¬ 
nization dispute would allow 
US companies to compete on a 
level playing field with China's 
own company, China Union 
Pay, which has dominated the 
EPS market. 

"The WTO panel agrees 
that China's pervasive and dis¬ 
criminatory measures deny a 
level playing field to American 
service providers, which are 
world leaders in this sector," 
Kirk said. "This decision will 
help US companies and in¬ 
crease American jobs as a 
more efficient credit and debit 
payment system in China en¬ 
ables consumers to buy more 
goods, including quality, 
made-in-America products." 

According to industry esti¬ 
mates, the United States will 
gain 6,000 jobs related to elec¬ 
tronic payment services, the 
Obama administration said. 

Most of the world's top 
providers of electronic pay¬ 
ment services for credit and 
debit card transactions are 
headquartered in the United 
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States. 

The administration 

launched the electronic pay¬ 
ment services case against 
China at the WTO in Septem¬ 
ber 2010, with a request for 
consultations. 

In February 2011, the US 
requested the WTO set up a 
dispute settlement panel in the 
ongoing row with China, 
where more than $1 trillion 
EPS transactions are processed 
each year. 

The WTO found that China 
had violated trade rules in its 
regulations that also en¬ 
trenched China Union Pay as 
the dominating force in the 
market. 

Violations were found 
China's requirements on EPS 
related to banks issuing or 
doing business with mer¬ 
chants, as well as on the pro¬ 
cessing equipment and 
automated teller machines 
(ATMs). 

Both sides have 60 days to 
appeal the WTO decision.

IMF: Risks to global growth rising 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
International Monetary Fund 
stepped up its warnings yester¬ 
day on risks to the global econ¬ 
omy, especially from Europe, 
as it trimmed its growth fore¬ 
cast for the rest of the year. 

The IMF said the world 
economy appeared weaker 
since its assessment just three 
months ago, and while growth 
was only slightly off the ex¬ 
pected pace, "downside risks 
continue to loom large." 

If policy reactions in major 
economies remain inadequate 
or too slow, the IMF said, fis¬ 
sures could deepen, with risks 
particularly high in Spain and 
Italy, IMF economists said. 

"In the past three months, 
the global recovery, which was 
not strong to start with, has 
shown signs of further weak¬ 
ness," the fund said in its quar¬ 
terly revision of economic 
forecasts. 

"Financial market and so¬ 
vereign stress in the euro-area 
periphery have ratcheted up," 
it said, while growth has fallen 
below expectations in a num¬ 
ber of major emerging-market 
economies. 

It pointed to renewed dete¬ 
rioration in the markets for Eu¬ 
ropean sovereign debt as a sign 
that eurozone leaders need to 
move fast on pledged reforms. 

"The main risk is obvious," 
said IMF chief economist 
Olivier Blanchard. 

"It is that the vicious circle 
in Spain and Italy becomes 
stronger, that output falls even 
more than it does, that one of 
these countries loses its finan¬ 
cial access to markets," he told 
reporters. 

"The implications of such 
an event could easily derail the 
world recovery."

IMF: Libor scandal undermines 
market confidence 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
scandal of banks having ma¬ 
nipulated the Libor global in¬ 
terest rate benchmark is taking 
a toll on confidence in the mar¬ 
kets, the International Mone¬ 
tary Fund said yesterday. 

"The most serious conse¬ 
quence of this scandal, which 
is under investigation, is that it 
undermines the certainty and 
the trust that markets have in 
benchmarks," said Jose Vinals, 
director of the IMF's Monetary 
and Capital Markets Depart¬ 
ment. 

"This is why it's very im¬ 
portant that the efforts which 
are currently under way and 
which are dealing with the re¬ 
gulation of financial institu¬ 
tions be completed... (and) that 


these regulations are imple¬ 
mented without delay," said 
Vinals. 

Major banks are under in¬ 
vestigation in the United 
States, Britain, Canada, Japan, 
the European Union and else¬ 
where for having allegedly 
rigged the setting of Libor and 
other essential interbank len¬ 
ding rate averages, which are 
used as key referents for com¬ 
mercial and retail interest rates 
in business around the world. 

Barclays Bank has already 
been fined $452 million by US 
and British regulators for fix¬ 
ing Libor, and at least in the 
United States a number of law¬ 
suits have been filed over 
claimed losses tied to the rate 
fixing. 


the overhanging risk from US 
political stasis that could send 
the country over a "fiscal cliff' 
due to laws that, if not 
changed, will force massive 
government spending cuts 
coupled with automatic tax 
hikes on January 1 that would 
severely crunch the world's 
largest economy. 

"Avoiding the fiscal cliff, 
promptly raising the debt ceil¬ 
ing, and developing a medium- 
term fiscal plan are of the 
essence," the global crisis 
lender said in recommenda¬ 
tions for the United States. 

After forecasting in April 
that the global economy would 
expand by 3.5 percent this 
year, the IMF said it had cut 
0.1 percent off the forecast, but 
that the number remained at 
3.5 percent because of round¬ 
ing. 

For 2013, the forecast is 3.9 
percent, down from 4.1 per¬ 
cent. 

The change in the world¬ 
wide outlook mainly came 
from sharp cuts to growth fore¬ 
casts for the large emerging 
economies like China, India, 
Brazil and newly industrialized 
Asia. 


But in addition the IMF saw 
slower-than-expected growth 
in the United States, Britain 
and France, among the major 
industrialized nations. The US 
forecast dropped 0.1 point to 
2.0 percent; France was down 
0.1 to 0.3 percent; and Britain 
was projected to grow at just 
0.2 percent, compared with 0.8 
percent forecast three months 
ago. 

The bank also said Spain's 
recession would persist 
through 2013, after having 
forecast in April that the coun¬ 
try's economy would return to 
growth next year. 

On the bright side, forecasts 
for this year for Germany and 
Japan were revised higher — to 
1.0 percent and 2.4 percent, re¬ 
spectively, though the 2013 
prediction for each was also 
trimmed slightly. 

The IMF said that major 
economies were making 
progress on cutting their fiscal 
deficit burdens, but that doing 
so remained hampered by 
more volatility and risk aver¬ 
sion in debt markets, which 
have sent the borrowing costs 
of the troubled eurozone pe¬ 
riphery countries skyrocketing.

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JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
South Africa’s Nelson Man¬ 
dela turns 94 on Wednesday, 
but he is unlikely to attend a 
host of celebrations as the frail 
anti-apartheid icon has in¬ 
creasingly vanished from the 
public eye. 

He once partied lavishly 
with the likes of American 
talk-show host Oprah Winfrey 
and other international celebri¬ 
ties, but for the past four years 
Mandela has blown out the 
candles alone with his family. 

This year the revered states¬ 
man, who has been hospi¬ 
talised twice in as many years, 
will be at his rural childhood 
home in Qunu, in the Eastern 
Cape province, where he has 
moved ’’for good” from the 
city. 

These days his foundation 
and other organisations use his 
life example to encourage oth¬ 
ers to do good. 

In 2009 the United Nations 
declared July 18 International 
Mandela Day, aimed to get 
people all over the world to 
volunteer for good causes. 

The Nelson Mandela Centre 
of Memory, the charitable or¬ 
ganisation which he founded 


after he stepped down 
from office, calls on 
people to devote 67 min¬ 
utes of their time to 
charity work. 

The number 67 repre¬ 
sents each year of Man¬ 
dela's life in active 
politics. 

Andrew Mlangeni, an 
anti-apartheid activist 
who was imprisoned 
with him on Robben Is¬ 
land, said striving to em¬ 
ulate his values would 
be the best tribute. 

"Living up to the 
ideals that he sacrificed 
so much for would be the 
greatest gift South Africans 
today could give Mandela,” 
the 86-year-old told AFR 

"I wish him long life and 
good health. His presence is a 
blessing to all us South 
Africans and the world,” he 
added. 

Madiba, as he is affection¬ 
ately called, was last seen 
looking frail in a rare televi¬ 
sion appearance on May 30 to 
receive a symbolic flame 
marking the centenary of his 
party, the African National 
Congress. 

Mandela's long-time secre¬ 
tary Zelda la Grange last week 
said he was in good shape. 

"He is 94, so he is as well as 
any 94-year-old,” La Grange 
told national radio station 
5FM. "He is healthy, he is well 
taken care of by family and the 


medical staff around him.” 

Last week, President Jacob 
Zuma described him as being 
in "good health” after a home 
visit to Mandela in Qunu 
ahead of his birthday. 

South Africans across the 
nation will sing a special ren¬ 
dition of Happy Birthday at 
0600 GMT on Wednesday, in 
an attempt by a Johannesburg- 
based civil society group to set 
a world record of the most 
people singing the rhyme at 
the same time. 

In Qunu the Nelson Man¬ 
dela museum is holding youth 
artist upliftment projects. In 
nearby Mvezo, where he was 
born, family head Chief 
Mandla Mandela will hand 
over books to local schools. 

South Africa's first black 
president, Nelson Mandela 
gained worldwide respect for 
his personal sacrifices in fight¬ 
ing the white-minority regime 
that jailed him for 27 years, 
and ushering in a peaceful 
transition to democracy. 

On his release in 1990, he 
led negotiations that paved the 
way to elections in 1994. 

He served one term before 
stepping down in 1999. 

Mandela used his warmth, 
dignity and self-deprecating 
humour to help heal racial di¬ 
visions. 

His reconciliation efforts 
earned a Nobel Peace Prize in 
1993, shared with apartheid's 
last president FW de Klerk.

Taekwondo: 

Global body 



SEOUL (AFP) - Taekwondo’s 
world body called Monday for 
a fair and enjoyable competi¬ 
tion at the London Games to 
help the Korean martial art 
stay in the Olympics following 
judging controversies which 
have hit the sport. 

’’For taekwondo to remain 
an Olympic sport, competition 
in London must be fair and en¬ 
joy able,” Choue Chung-Won, 
head of the Seoul-based World 
Taekwondo F ederation 
(WTF), told reporters. 

He said the WTF had 
adopted electronic scoring 
vests and instant video replays 
to ensure transparency in judg¬ 
ing. 

In London, six cameras will 
be installed including one in 
the ceiling. The WTF has also 
reduced the size of the court. 

At the 2008 Beijing 
Games, fighters earned one 
point for an attack to the body 
and two for a kick to the head. 

In London, they will get 
one point for the body, two 
points for a turning kick to the 
trunk, three points for a valid 
kick to the head and four 
points for a turning kick to the 
head. 

Taekwondo became an 
Olympic sport in 2000 and 
will remain so at least until 
2016. 

But WTF officials are un¬ 
certain about the fate of the 
martial art as the International 
Olympic Committee plans to 
reduce the number of core 
sports from 26 to 25 at its gen¬ 
eral meeting next year. 

Taekwondo may face a 
challenge from the eight sports 
under consideration for the 
2020 Olympics — baseball, 
karate, roller sports, softball, 
sports climbing, squash, wake- 
board and wushu, Yonhap 
news agency said. 

Judging controversies at 
previous Olympics have not 
helped taekwondo's cause, it 
said. 


TEHRAN(AFP) - Iran’s first 
woman to compete in table 
tennis at the Olympics, Neda 
Shahsavari, says she is 
"thrilled” to be going to the 
London Games, and dreams of 
winning a medal for the Is¬ 
lamic republic. 

Petite and agile, the 25- 
year-old physical education 
student from the western city 
of Kermanshah made history 
for Iran when she beat Kaza¬ 
khstan's Yelena Shagarova at 
the Middle Asia Olympic qual¬ 
ifying tournament in Tehran in 
January. 

”1 was thrilled when I made 
it, beating Shagarova, since she 
had beat me two months be¬ 
fore. It was an indescribable 
feeling,” she told AFP after a 
training session for the London 
Games, which begin on July 
27. ”1 have made it but I hope 
I won't be the last Iranian 
woman making it to the 
Olympics in table tennis,” said 
Shahsavari, who joins seven 
other women representing the 
Islamic republic at the 
Olympics. 

In order to get as far as pos¬ 
sible in the tournament, she 
hopes not to meet one of the 
sport's strongest competitors 
from East Asia in the heats. 

Table tennis is popular in 
Iran, and ping pong tables are 
widespread in the country's 
public parks. 

Shahsavari said she was 
drawn to the sport by hearing 
the whack of the ball as a child. 

"I was drawn to ping pong 
when I was 11. I loved the 


ISTANBUL (AFP) - Olympic 
swimming legend Mark Spitz 
has given his backing to Istan¬ 
bul's bid to host the 2020 Sum¬ 
mer Games.

Iran is sending 54 athletes 
to the London Games, includ¬ 
ing eight women competing in 
table tennis, hammer throwing, 
kayaking, rowing, archery, 
taekwondo and the women's 
10m air rifle. 

Iran first took part in the 
Olympics in 1948 in London, 
but it boycotted the 1980 
Moscow and 1984 Los Ange¬ 
les Games for political reasons. 

In its 14 appearances, it has 
won 11 gold, 15 silver and 22 
bronze medals.

21,000 
journalists 
swarm into 
London 

LONDON (AFP) - With less 
than two weeks to go before 
the Olympic Games, hordes of 
competitors are pouring into 
London from across the globe 
and limbering up — but they're 
not athletes. 

Promising coverage on an 
unprecedented scale and 
record-breaking use of social 
media, the 21,000 journalists, 
photographers, cameramen 
and technicians will in fact be 
twice as numerous as the ath¬ 
letes they are covering. 

The BBC, Britain's official 
Olympic broadcaster, will 
offer up 2,500 hours of live 
coverage and "more online and 
mobile services than ever be¬ 
fore”. 

With 765 staff accredited 
for the Games, the BBC's team 
will be a third bigger than the 
one it sent to the Beijing 
Olympics in 2008. 

The broadcaster's Facebook 
page will stream the TV cov¬ 
erage live for the first time, 
and in a second innovation, 
viewers with 3D televisions 
will be able to watch athletes 
lurching off the screen into 
their living rooms. 

The BBC will show the 
opening and closing cere¬ 
monies in 3D along with 
nightly highlights. The men's 
100 metre finals will be the 
only sporting event shown live 
in the format. 

Of the international news 
agencies, Agence France- 
Presse will deploy a multilin¬ 
gual team of around 150 text, 
photo and video journalists to 
the British capital, plus thirty 
journalists from its German 
subsidiary SID. 

After slow Internet connec¬ 
tions left many journalists 
frustrated in Beijing,British 
Telecom (BT) have pledged a 
network capacity four times 
bigger than that of 2008.

Sky defend tactics as sprint goes Robben turns the page 
begging for Cav 


PAU (AFP) - Team Sky man¬ 
ager Dave Brailsford defended 
his team's tactics Monday as 
Mark Cavendish was left with 
only the final stage to the 
Champs Elysees in Paris to try 
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and win this Sunday. 

Cavendish, who won a stage 
earlier in the race to take his 
tally to 21, lost his chance of 
contesting a bunch sprint 
when Sky and other teams 
failed to chase down a break¬ 
away that went all the way at 
the end of stage 15. 

In doing so, Brailsford also 
reaffirmed Sky's commitment 
to winning the bigger prize of 
the yellow jersey. 

With Bradley Wiggins in the 
lead and Kenyan-born British 
teammate Chris Froome sec¬ 
ond at 2min 05sec, the Lon¬ 
doner is on the cusp of 
creating Tour de France his¬ 
tory for Britain. 

Two hilly stages in the Pyre¬ 
nees will be contested in suc¬ 
cession after today’s second 
rest day. 

With the Pyrenees coming 
up it made sense to conserve 
our energy or share the work¬ 
load and others teams didn't 
want to share," said Brailsford. 

His decision left a six-man 
group to go to the finish unhin¬ 
dered, Frenchman Pierrick 
Fedrigo taking his fourth ca¬ 
reer win on the race after a 
two-up sprint with American 
Christian Vande Velde. 

With Cavendish's personal 
ambitions again shelved, 
Brailsford said he could under¬ 
stand if people said the Manx¬ 
man — who had won 20 stages 
from five previous participa¬ 
tions — was on the wrong 
team. 


The most likely chance for 
Cavendish to claim win num¬ 
ber 22 is now on the 20th and 
final stage to the Champs Ely¬ 
sees in Paris, where he has 
won the past three years. 

"Certainly Paris will be a 
sprint stage," said Brailsford. 

Wiggins, meanwhile, was 
keen to put the dilemma into 
perspective, saying the fastest 
man on two wheels had been 
"fantastic these last two and a 
half weeks". 

"He's been so committed to 
my cause — to the yellow jer¬ 
sey — and he's a great cham¬ 
pion and a great friend," he 
said. 

"Obviously there is still the 
stage to Paris for him and 
we're going to lay it down in 
Paris for him and try and get 
him the win there. 

"He's also got the Olympic 
road race... that's his main ob¬ 
jective this year, so it's a 
shame that he hasn't had the 
chance to race for more stage 
wins but in the end we've got 
a difficult task on our hands to 
try and win the yellow jersey. 

"So far, he's played a big 
part in that. We've seen him 
going back for bottles and, 
yesterday, he tried really hard 
to get over that first climb with 
us... he's also been an absolute 
gentleman this week." 


(AFP) Dutch international 
striker Arjen Robben insisted 
Monday he had turned the 
page on a disappointing cam¬ 
paign with Bayern Munich 
and the Oranjie and said he 
was looking forward to the 
new Bundesliga season. 

"I can't look backwards - 
what's past is past, I have got 
my freshness back and I am 
ready for the new season," said 
Robben, who is in pre-season 
training with his club at Lake 
Garda in Italy.

LONDON (AFP) - The 
Olympic Athletes' Village 
opened its doors Monday to 
the first competitors as the lo¬ 
gistical operation to handle 
the arrival of thousands of 
athletes and officials shifted 
into a higher gear. 

London's Heathrow Air¬ 
port was expecting to handle 
a record number of passen¬ 
gers, with the Olympics ar¬ 
rivals swelling numbers to 
almost 237,000 at the west 
London hub, compared to 
190,000 on an ordinary day. 

The first priority "Games 
Lane" went into operation on 
the M4 motorway leading 
from Heathrow, to allow ath¬ 
letes and officials to be 
whisked to their destinations 
without being delayed by 
London traffic. 

It emerged that nine police 
forces have had to deploy 
extra officers to help with se¬ 
curity for the Games, a week 
after the government was 
forced to draft in 3,500 troops 
to meet a shortfall in private 
security guards. 

At Heathrow, where pas¬ 
sengers have complained of 
being stuck in passport 
queues for several hours in 
recent weeks, the addition of 


extra border officials ap¬ 
peared to have eased the 
process. 

There were few com¬ 
plaints from spectators or ath¬ 
letes, who were greeted by 
more than 500 volunteers as 
they landed. 

The Netherlands women's 
beach volleyball team flew in 


from Amsterdam in a blaze of 
orange tops and said they 
were impressed by the setup. 

One of the players, Mar- 
leen van Iersel, 24, told AFP: 
"From the moment we 
walked off the plane there 
were people helping us 
straight away. It is very well- 


organised." 

A large US contingent also 
arrived at Heathrow, includ¬ 
ing members of the sailing 
teams. 

But experiences of the 
early arrivals were mixed, 
with two-time world 400 me¬ 
tres hurdles champion Kerron 
Clement claiming the bus fer¬ 
rying him and his US team¬ 
mates from Heathrow to the 
Athletes' Village had taken 
four hours. 

Clement tweeted: "Urn, so 
we've been lost on the road 
for 4hrs. Not a good first im¬ 
pression London. 

However, the hurdler later 
tweeted to praise facilities at 
the athlete's village, located 
in the Olympic Park in Strat¬ 
ford, east London. 

"Eating at the Olympic vil¬ 
lage," he wrote. "Love the va¬ 
riety of food choices., 
african, Caribbean, Halal cui¬ 
sine, india and asian and of 
course McDonalds." 


London Mayor Boris 
Johnson shrugged off the in¬ 
cident, joking that it had 
given the athletes "even more 
of an opportunity to see even 
more of the city than they 
might otherwise have done." 

Competitors and officials 
will be accommodated in 


2,818 apartments across 11 
residential blocks, each built 
around a courtyard offering 
athletes space to relax. 

Organisers could do noth¬ 
ing though about the grey 
skies and persistent drizzle in 


London as athletes got a first 
taste of their home for the 
next three weeks. 

The Australian team have 
already taken over several 
balconies of one block, with 
a banner reading "Aussie, 
Aussie, Aussie; Oi, Oi, Oi" 
draped across them. 


The furore over the giant 
private security firm G4S 
showed no signs of abating, 
despite ministers' insistence 
that the Games would be se¬ 
cure. 

What is billed as the 


biggest anti-doping operation 
in Olympic history also got 
under way on Monday. 

Half of all competitors will 
be tested, with a team of 150 
scientists taking more than 
6,000 samples between now 
and the end of the Paralympic 
Games on September 9.
